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INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE 
TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers of 
wholesale trading in textiles in August, with comparative 
fgures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating to 
(1) the Home trade, (2) the Export trade and (3) the total 
ior Great Britain, based on average monthly sales in 1937 = 
100. The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale 
fextile Association in collaboration with the Bank of 
England, do not include the turnover of all the wholesale 
textile houses, but practically all the important houses in 
the large centres of distribution are normally contributors. 
The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, including 
wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well as 
furnishings, and in computing the value of sales the purchase 
tax has been omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in 
price which has occurred for a number of textile goods 
since the outbreak of war, the figures should not be taken 
as representing the volume of goods sold. 

Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become 
less representative than it used to be. The index numbers 
tend to be too high as a measure of the total trade of the 
country because they make no allowance for the reduced 
sales of firms which have failed to send in returns as a result 
of enemy action. 

The index for home trade in August is in roughly the 
normal relationship both to that for July and to the average 
for the year to date. In making comparisons with a year 
earlier, it must be remembered that sales in August 1940 
were quite abnormal in being above the yearly average, 
whereas August is usually a month of low sales.

COTTON CONTROL 
CONSUMPTION OF COTTON LINTERS TO 
BE LICENSED 

Under the Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 26) Order, 
1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1480), which came into force on 
1 October, the acquisition, treatment, use or consumption 
of cotton linters, whether in the raw or bleached form, and 
whether imported or produced in the United Kingdom, is 
made subject to licence. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Cotton 
Control, Blackfriars House, Parsonage, Manchester 3 
(P.O. Box 558), except where the linters are to be acquired 
or used for the manufacture of paper, plastics or rayon. 
In these cases application should be made respectively to 
the Paper Control, Great Western Hotel, Station Road, 
Reading; the Plastics Control, Great Burgh, Epsom, 
Surrey ; and the Silk and Rayon Control, Union Street 
Mill, Macclesfield, Cheshire. 

Applications for licences to treat, use or consume linters 
during October should be made at once. In order to avoid 
any interference with production, the Cotton Control will, 
however, issue licences forthwith, without application, in 
respect of a proportion of the estimated requirements for 
October. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (CLOTH AND 
APPAREL ORDER) * 


SUPPLIES TO WHOLESALE AND RETAIL 
DEPARTMENTS OF REGISTERED FIRMS 

Firms registered under the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth 
and Apparel) Order in Part 1 of the Register for any class 
of goods may supply goods of that class without restriction 
and without coupons to all departments of other firms 
similarly registered, provided that these departments trade 
under the same name as that under which the business is 
registered. Thus, a manufacturer of controlled goods of any 
class may supply goods of that class outside his quota to 
the wholesale, making-up or retail departments of other 
firms also registered for that class of goods, and coupons 
should not be demanded for such supplies. 

Where the wholesale, making-up or retail departments 
are carried on under a separate name from that of the name 
under which the business is registered, they may, by 
arrangement with the Board of Trade, have been excluded 
from registration. In that case they will be shown in a 
separate list to be published with the register, and should be 
treated by all manufacturers as unregistered persons for 
both standard and restriction periods. 

The relevant provisions are fully explained in sections 15 
and 44 of the Explanatory Notes for Traders on the Order. 
Manufacturers carrying on composite businesses who wish 
to take advantage of these arrangements should give notice 
in writing before 8 October to the Chief Accountant, Board 
of Trade, Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth. This notice must 
be given whether or not notice has already been given under 
previous Orders. 


MARKING OF UTILITY CLOTHING 

The Board of Trade desire to draw the attention of 
producers of clothing of general utility to the circumstances 
in which the official mark must be applied to garments, 
and those in which it must not. The circumstances will be 
readily appreciated if the steps which the Director-General 
of Civilian Clothing has taken to encourage the production 
of utility clothing are recalled. 

First came the short-term arrangements which run to 3! Octo- 
ber. These were designed to alleviate the shortage of children’s 
clothing and the cheaper kinds of adults’ clothing as rapidly as 
possible, by facilitating the release of stocks and accelerating the 
production of the clothing. Under this arrangement cloth manu- 
facturers registered in-Class A are permitted, under a general

licence, to supply until 31 October, outside their home trade 
quota and without coupons, the cloths specified in the First 
Schedule of 8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1359.. Registered manu- 
facturers may also supply, against coupons but outside their 
quota, the goods specified in 8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1362. 

The knitted apparel, corsets and cloth released under these 
General Licences and the garments made from the cloth must not 
be marked. 

Subsequently, the long-term arrangements were made. These 
are explained in detail in the Explanatory Notes for Traders on 
the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order. A number 
of woven cloths suitable for making the various classes of utility 
garments were selected. These cloths must be marked by the 
manufacturers. 

A certain proportion of the raw materials available has been 
earmarked for the production of each of these cloths, having in 
mind the purpose for which the cloth was intended. If the 
cloths were used for other purposes the production programme 
would be upset and in consequence there would be a shortage of 
some of the classes of essential garments. The utility cloths, 
therefore, must not be used except for the production of the 
particular types of garment for which they have been selected. 
The cloths are listed in Section 51 of the Explanatory Notes 
together with the garments which can be made from each of the 
cloths. These garments must be marked as described in the 
Explanatory Notes. 

Provision ~vas also made in the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth 
and Apparel) (No. 2) Order for manufacturers registered in 
Class B to supply under their special quota hosiery of general 
utility specified in paragraph 51 of the Explanatory Notes. 
This hosiery must be marked. 


RATIONED GOODS 
ILLEGALITY OF LOOSE COUPONS 

As a further measure of support for shopkeepers who 
ure trying to stop customers, when buying rationed goods, 
from offering loose coupons over the counter, the Board of 
Trade have issued the Consumer Rationing (No. 6) Order, 
1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1500, price 1d.). The Order 
enforces the display of a notice at all times after 19 October, 
by all drapers, tailors, dressmakers, wool shops, secondhand 
clothing stores, shoe shops—in fact all shops or departments 
of stores, and market stalls where rationed cloth, clothing, 
footwear and knitting wool are sold to retail customers. 
This notice states that ‘ It is illegal to offer ur accept loose 
coupons of a kind comprised in a ration document—except 
for orders by post or in other circumstances expressly 
authorised by.the Board of Trade. Offenders are liable to 
prosecution.” 

The Order follows closely on the prosecution of London 
Stores for accepting loose coupons from customers, and is 
in line with the Board of Trade’s determined policy of seeing 
that the provisions of the Rationing Order are rigidly 
adhered to, and, if necessary, enforced by law. The Board 
have evidence that in some towns there has been wide- 
spread laxity in this respect ; shopkeepers refusing to handle 
loose coupons over the counter have lost business to less 
scrupulous competitors, and at the same time have fallen 
foul of their customers who have not understood the reason 
for refusal. 


Tae Ipenriry CarD oF RATIONING 


The Ration Book or Clothing Card is the Identity Card of 
rationing—it must be brought to the shop. Unidentifiable 
coupons are a danger to the community. They may have been 
bought or pilfered ; they may have been wrongly come by in a 
number of ways; if they were freely negotiable it would be an 
encouragement to all who wish to outwit the ration and to deny 
their neighbours’ rights to “fair shares.” ‘The use of unautho- 
rised coupons for goods ordered by post is largely safeguarded 
by the obligation to sign the coupons. Misuse can thus be brought 
home to the offender. To those who object that it seems an 
unnecessary trouble for shoppers to have to carry their books 
or cards with them, the Board of Trade point out that in rationing 
clothing it was the aim to avoid the necessity for registration, 
such as applies for food. It is desired in fact to leave to the public 
as much freedom as possible in their buying, but certain measures 
of safeguarding the ration must be enforced. Insistence that the 
shopkeeper must detach the coupon from the Book or the Card 
is the least onerous of all forms of control. 


The notices (display bills, 12 x 10 in.), will be available 
in the next few days on application by the shopkeeper to 
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his Trade Association, Chamber of Commerce or Chambe, 
of Trade. Those who have not such sources of supply 
should write to the Board of Trade, 2 Neville House, Page 
Street, London, 8.W.1, stating the number of notices they 
need. ; 


SURRENDER OF COUPONS BY CIVILIAN UNIFORM 
WEARERS 


‘he wearing of uniform for civilian duties is not in all 
instances essential, and in view of the shortage of cloth 
supplies, it is to be discouraged. Those who wear such 
‘ voluntary ’’ uniforms must surrender the full number of 
coupons—whether they buy the uniforms or have them 
issued to them. 

For some duties, however, uniforms are regarded as necessary, 
and members of the following organisations are to be allowed to 
give up a reduced number of coupons for uniforms with which 
they are issued :— 

Civil Defence Services ; Fire Brigades and the A.F.S.; Police 
Force ; uniformed staff of Government Departments ; uniformed 
staff of Local Authorities ; uniformed staff of such undertakings 
as Transport, Gas, Water and Electricity as the Board of Trade 
may approve ; uniformed staff of N.A.A.F.I.; and such classes 
of nurses as the Board may specify. 

Wholetime members of these organisations will be required to 
surrender coupons on a reduced scale—without regard to the 
quantity of uniform issued to them each year. The year is 
reckoned from 1 September 1941 to 31 August 1942, and 
employers must start to collect the appropriate coupons from 
all employees irrespective of whether the uniform that the employees 
are wearing was issued before the period or is a new issue during 
the period. To avoid hardship, the coupons may be surrendered 
in quarterly instalments instead of all at one time. They cannot 
be refunded if the employee leaves uniformed empleyment 
during the year. 

Full details of the working of the scheme, together with 
instructions to employers for the collection and surrender of 
coupons, and for the obtaining of uniforms in cases where 
employers have no permission to make coupon-free purchases 
or where the employee is himself the purchaser of the uniform, 
may be obtained on application to the Board of Trade, Pine 
Court Hotel, Bournemouth. Organisations other than those 
listed above, who consider their uniforms essential, should also 
write to the above address if they wish their members to have 
the benefit of the concession.

REVOCATION OF EIRE OPEN GENERAL 
LICENCE: HIDES AND SKINS 


Notice to Importers No. 143 


The Board of Trade announce that as from 30 September 
1941 separate licences are required for the importation 
from Hire of ‘ Hides and skins (excluding fur skins) raw, 
dried, salted or pickled, but not further treated.”’

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
DENSITY COMPOSITION TABLES 

The British Standards Institution is about to issue two new 
sets of Tables giving the density composition for aqueous solu- 
tions of nitric acid (B.S. 975), hydrochloric acid (B.S. 976). 

It will be remembered that similar tables have already been 
issued for sulphuric acid (B.S. 753), sodium chloride and calcium 
chloride (B.S. 823) and caustic soda (B.S. 824). These Density 
Composition Tables have been prepared primarily for use in 
conjunction with British Standard Density Hydrometers 
(B.S. 718). The hydrometers and Tables together provide a 
simple means of determining the strength of any given aqueous 
solutions of the material to which they relate or of making up a 
solution of known strength. The underlying principle of the 
scheme is that it is the function of the hydrometer to determine 
the density of the solution at the temperature at which the 
hydrometer reading is taken, and that it is the function of the 
tables to correlate density with composition and from the 
density determined at any particular temperature to enable the 
density and composition of the solution to be determined for 
any temperature within the range of the tables. 

Appendices to the tables give details of the British Standard 
density hydrometers available ; a note on the reading of Stan- 
dard density hydrometers in these solutions, examples of the 
use of the tables in conjunction with British Standard density 
hydrometers and details of corrections to readings taken on 
British Standard density hydrometers. 

Although the tables are primarily intended for use in con- 
junction with British Standard density hydrometers, since the 


composition of aqueous solutions of hydrochloric acid have 


been correlated, directly with density, they may be used in con- 
junction with any method of determining density. 
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The general adoption of British Standard density hydrometers 
and the use of density-composition tables in conjunction there- 
with would lead to a much-needed unification and simplifi ation 
of hydrometry in scientific, technical and industrial work. 

The British Standards Institution will welcome suggestions 
for the preparation of tables for other liquids of industrial 
importance.

COOKER CONTROL UNITS 

The 3rd Edition of the B.S. Specification for Cooker Control 
Units (B.S. 438) is about to be published by the British Standards 
Institution. The drafting of the latest edition was commenced 
before the outbreak of war, primarily with the object of making 
provision for a fuse to serve an additional point in accordance 
with Clause 201 (B) (ii) of the 11th Edition of the I.E.E. Wiring 
Regulations for the Electrical Equipment of Buildings. This 
additional fuse will be required when the following three con- 
ditions all apply :— 

(1) the auxiliary circuit is connected to the incoming side of 

the control switch ; 

(2) fuse protection for a pilot lamp is required, and 

(3) the final sub-circuit to which the cooker control unit is 

connected is required to serve an additional point in 
accordance with Clause 201 (B) (ii) of the I.E.E. Wiring 
Regulations (11th Edition). 

At the time when the revision of the specification was first 
undertaken this special fuse was provided in some designs of 
cooker control units in a manner contrary to thes requirements 
of the present specification. It is appreciated, however, that 
under war-time conditions it may not be possible for manu- 
facturers to re-design their units in this respect, and a note has 
therefore been included in the specification to the effect. that for 
the duration of the war a cooker control unit in which the fuse 
for the protection of the auxiliary circuit does not strictly comply 
with the new requirements may nevertheless be deemed to be a 
standard unit, provided that in all other respects the specification 
is complied with. 

Several modifications of a minor nature have been made to 
the specification, these having been introduced in the light of 
experience gained in the application of the specification since 
the 1936 edition was published. A number of variations from a 
rigid standard must inevitably be required, and alternative 
arrangements are therefore provided in the specification. The 
number of alternatives has, however, been reduced to the 
minimum, thus enabling users and manufacturers alike to reap 
the benefits of standardisation.

DIMENSIONS OF BUILDING BRICKS 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a revision of 
B.S. 657 which deals with the dimensions of building bricks in 
order to implement the agreement that was reached by the 
Director of Bricks of the Ministry of Works and Buildings in 
collaboration with the industry on sizes of bricks to be stan- 
dardised for the duration of the war. 

The original issue of B.S. 657 related to clay bricks only, but 
the standard has now been extended in its scope to cover all 
building bricks, whether clay, sand lime, concrete or composition 
bricks. 

All bricks shall be 8? inches long, 4,7; inches wide and either 
28 inches or 2% inches in depth. Modifications to plant. and 
equipment in order to conform to the standard depth is com- 
paratively easy, but it is realised that there may be some diffi- 
culty in being able to modify plant and equipment in order to 
conform to the dimensions for length and width. A note in the 
Foreword explains that where such modifications are necessary 
they need only be effected when replacement of equipment has 
to be made. 

Conformity to the standard depth becomes operative imme- 
diately. 

A note in the Specification also states that its requirements do 
not apply to bricks produced in Scotland.

CANADA 
RETAIL TRADE 


The pronounced upward trend in retail sales that became 
apparent early in 1940 has recently shown some tendency to 
level off, but consumer purchases have for months been at a 
higher level than in many years. This is, of course, a reflection 
of the greatly increased amounts being distributed as wages as 
a result of the huge expansion in industrial operations due to the 
war. 

In June the general index of retail sales, based chiefly on sales 
of foodstuffs, clothing and household requirements, stood at 
133-9, the average for the years 1935-39 being equal to 100. 
This represents some decline from the peak of 143-1 recorded 
for May but of hardly greater than seasonal proportions. The 
increase of 10°3 per cent. as compared with June 1940 was, 
however, considerably lower than the average for the first half 
of the present year, cumulative totals being 15-4 per cent. above 
those for the corresponding period of 1940. The tendency of 
gains in earlier months to exceed those of June is apparent in all 
twelve classes of merchandise entering into the composition of 
the combined index, as well as in dollar sales of departmental 
stores and of new and used automobiles. This seems to suggest 
some levelling off in-the rate of advance. Whether or not this 
will prove to be more than temporary is, however, impossible 
to forecast. Total subscriptions to the recent Victory Loan of 
over 800 million dollars have, however, undoubtedly served to 
divert a large portion of consumer purchasing power from retail 
trade.

The sharp increase in the value of goods purchased reflects jp 
some degree the rise which has taken place in the retail prices of 
many lines of merchandise since the outbreak of war, but i 
seems probable, however, that not more than one-third of the 
increase is due to this cause. The official index of retail prices 
based on the cost of commodities but excluding services, stood 
at 100-0 in August 1939. By June of the present year this inde, 
had gained 12-7 per cent. since that time and 7:0 per cent, as 
compared with June 1940. Until recently the rate of increas 
in retail prices had been fairly moderate. An increase of nearly 
2 per cent. in June over the preceding month, however, would 
seem to indicate that the advance is gathering momentum a, 
shortages of many commodities become more pressing. The 
better than average gains which were recorded in the prices of 
food and clothing probably account for a large part of the increase 
in the sales value of such items, demand for which is charge. 
teristically inelastic. 


GENERAL INCREASE IN SALES 


The rise in the combined index of retail sales indicates tha 
gains have been general for all classes of merchandise. As might 
be expected when the level of income reaches a point which 
provides a considerable surplus in excess of actual physical 
needs, sales of durable goods in the semi-luxury class hay 
recorded the most pronounced gains. The turnover of radi 
and electrical supplies, household goods, furniture and passenger 
automobiles, are all sharply higher despite increased sales taxes 
and generally higher prices. A comparison of sales by class of 
merchandise during the first half of the present year with those 
in the corresponding period of 1939 reveals gains of 47-2 per cent 
for radios and electrical equipment 43-5 per cent. for variety 
stores, 39:4 per cent. for men’s clothing, 36-0 per cent. for 
furniture, 34-7 per cent. for candy, and 34-1 per cent. for women’s 
clothing. Increases in such classes as drugs, grocery and meats, 
restaurants, and boots and shoes were all somewhat less than the 
29-1 per cent. rise in the general index. As compared with sales 
during the first half of 1940 gains were relatively smaller, but 
here again the largest percentage increases were in the durable 
goods categories. Sales of representative departmental stores 
exhibit the same general tendency and returns permit a somewhat 
more detailed analysis of gains by merchandise groups. Total 
cumulative value of sales increased 17-5 per cent. as compared 
with the first half of last year. In contrast, furniture depart- 
ment sales gained 29-0 per cent.; household and electrical 
appliances (excluding radio) 22-1 per cent. ; and hardware and 
kitchen equipment 26°8 per cent. Together these groups ac: 
counted for over 14 per cent. of the dollar value of total tum- 
over. Sales of radio and musical equipment were an exception, 
showing a slight decline. The values involved, however, were 
hardly more than 1 per cent. of total sales recorded. 

Owing mainly to the pressing demand for military vehicles 
sales of new passenger automobiles during the first half of 1941 
declined substantially as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. The number of units sold and total retail 
value were, however, still considerably larger than in 1939. The 
demand for used cars, as reflected in data relating to the financing 
of such sales released by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, is 
continuing with little interruption. In the six months ended 
30 June 80,775 cars were financed involving a total of 28-7 million 
dollars as compared with 69,242 cars and 21-4 million dollars in 
the corresponding period of last year. Demand seems to be 
strongest from buyers in the lower income groups, to whom the 
40 per cent. increase in price since 1939 is apparently little 
deterrent. 


Lower INCOME GROUPS’ SPENDING 


After reasonable allowance has been made for increases in 
retail sales values due to higher prices and other factors present 
in war-time, it must be concluded that a very substantial part 
of the rise in sales has been the result of unrestrained purchases 
by the lower income groups. The total paid out in wages and 
salaries has quite obviously increased to a much greater degree 
than has the national income as a whole. Higher income taxes 
and prices have not as yet brought about any material contraction 
in retail purchases, and efforts to promote systematic saving for 
war purposes have met with indifferent response. Thus many 
workers in industries whose activity has been greatly stimulated 
by war needs have apparently been successful in retaining the 
bulk of their recently increased incomes, and are now enjoying 
a higher standard of living than for many years past. They ar 
spending these additional wages freely, in many cases anticipating 
future earnings by heavy instalment purchases. Obviously it 
would be too much to expect that workers would labour fat 
longer hours, and at the same time be content with fewer of the 
pleasures of life, but some real effort to meet the rising cost o 
war is absolutely necessary. Voluntary curtailment of consumer 
spending has been given a fair trial and the result seems generally 
unsatisfactory. The time to impose more definite and formal

controls is rapidly approaching, if outlays for consumers’ goods 
are not seriously to impair the effectiveness of the national war 
effort. Apart from the actual rationing of a wide range of 
commodities, the restriction of credit for sales on instalment, as 
recently adopted in the United States, appears to offer the most 
promising solution to the problem of excessive consumer pur- 
chasing.—Royal Bank of Canada (Montreal Office).

WOOL PRODUCTS LABELLING ACT 


With reference to the notices under the above heading in the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal” of 12 December 1940 (pages 368-369) 
and 26 June 1941 (page 414) the Board of Trade have received a 
copy of the following notice issued by the United States Federal 
Trade Commission on 26 August regarding exemptions from the 
marking requirements under the ‘‘ Wool Products Labeling Act” 
of certain shoes containing wool gabardine :— 

“The Federal Trade Commission today issued the following 
announcement outlining certain exemptions under the Wool 
Products Labeling Act with respect to gabardine shoes :— : 

Acting on a petition submitted to it in regard to the Wool 
Products Labeling Act seeking a ruling to exempt from the 
labeling requirements so-called gabardine shoes, that is, shoes of 
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which the outer surface contains gabardine or other cloth which 
is composed in whole or in part of woolen fiber, the Commission 
rules that unless and until further action is taken as may here- 
after be necessary in the public interest, it will not undertake to 
require marking under the Act of so-called gabardine shoes 
in which the gabardine or other material containing woolen 
fiber covers nét more than one-third of the outer area of the shoe 
above the sole and heel or where it is present only as decorative 
material, piping, edging or as elasticized gore, and in marketing 
such product no deception is practiced or representations made 
as to the woolen fiber content. 

It is deemed necessary under the law and for the protection of 
the consuming public and fair competition that the shoes be 
properly marked where the cloth or material containing woolen 
fiber is not specifically exempt but forms an essential or sub- 
stantial part of the article, such as when used in the product in 
place of leather or otherwise, to an extent beyond its merely 
being present as elasticized gore, piping, edging or superimposed 
decoration, or to an extent of more than one-third of the total 
outer area of the shoe above the sole and heel. Proper markng 
will be required in all cases where in selling or reselling the pro- 
duct, representations as to the fiber content are used or where 
deception in respect of the material content is practiced.”
